Universal Sorrow and Oloom. 


In Chicago to-day there is unlver 


that the parallel which waa at first' 
drawn between the asmuination ol 
President Oarfleld by Onitean and the 
present murder is not a true one. Bui- 
teau was a disappointed office-seeker, 
who had some qualifications and some 
claims to office. He was a monoma- 
niac, it is true, but he was undoubt- 
edly responsible for his actions Pren- 
dergast, however, is beyond doubt a 
lunatic pure and simple 
He had 


studied and read cranky economic the- 
ories until his mind gave way. He 
imagined that he was a reformer; he 
had schemes lor the betterment of all 
mankind. He was especially interested 
in the welfare of Chicago, and imagined 
that he alone could reform the abuses 
from which the city is suffering. He ii 
especially bitter In his denunciation of 
the railroad grade crossings, which are 
responsible for so many deaths every 
year, and the idea became fixed in his 
mind that if he were made corporation 
counsel he could solve the problem of 
elevating all the railroad hacks within 
the city limits. Long brooding over 
the subject bred the illusion that 
the Mayor had promised him the 
office; he had insisted upon the ful 
ailment of the imaginary promise; 
he haunted the municipal Imilding and 
annoyed the city officials with his 
crazy demands. Finally he determined 
that the mayor was acting in bad f aitU 
with him. This idea grew upon him. 
He thought of it day and night. His 
diseased brain was incapable of enter- 
taining any other idea. At last he de- 
termined to demand from the mayor 
himself satisfaction for his imaginary 
wrongs. He had now leached the 
homicidal stage. He bought a cheap, 
second-hand revolver, put it in his, 
pocket and called at the mayor's resi- 
dence. 


Mr. Harrison, accustomed to the vis- 


its of all kinds of cranks, treated his 
demands lightly. Pendergast killed 
him.

About S:02 I saw him laying on 


the floor. I heatd shots fired, but I 
was in an upper room and did not see 
anyone shooting. I hurried down to 
my father and spoke to him and asked 
lim what the matter was He said he 
was shot and dying, 'Get Annie over at 
once,* was his only reply. He laid on 
.he floor where I, found him about 
;wentv minutes and then died Some 
one called a physician and others came 
n before he died." 


The Assassin's Crrlevanoa. 


Johu Wheeler, a police officer, who 


conducted Prendergast from the Des- 
plaines-street station to the Central 
station, was questioned about what 
words Had passed between him and his 
prisoner. His testimony was short, and 
,dded little to previous information. 


"What did he say?" asked the exjr- 


oner 
"I asked him," replied the officer, 


'why he had shot Carter Harrison 
He said it was because the mayor 
would not appoint him corporation 
counsel." 
Idantlfled by the Domestic Who Ad- 
mitted Him. 


Interest centered about the story 


told by Mary Hansen, the domestic 
who admitted Prendergast. 
She told 


of her position in the household, say- 
ing she had been employed as second 
girl. "Early last evening," she con- 
tinued, "there was a ring- at the door- 
bell. I went to the door and found a 
man I did not know; that was about 7 
o'clock. 
I asked the man what he 


Is that the man?" he asked, point- 


ing to Prendergast Still the witness 
was not sure, but Prehdergast helped 
her with an exclamation. 


"Yes, I saw you last night," he vol-

He was told to put on his hat and

"Yes," she answered. "That is the 


man I left standing with Mr. Harri-

"After he ran uway," continued the 


witness, "they went for doctors, wb/> 
came right away. Mr. Harrison died 
about twenty minutes after the shoot- 
ing. When I saw him he was bleed- 
ing." 


The Ooaohman's Story. 


P. Elisou Easburg, the Mayor's 


coachman, who was first to start in 
pursuit of the assassin and was a tar- 
get fpr one of his bullets, identified 
Prendergast. 


"When I heard several shots fired," 


skid he, "I ran oat and saw a man 
•landing with a revolver in his hand." 


"Do you see him now?" lie wa* asked. 
"That man is the mm,"he answered, 


pointing to Prendergast. 


"He was pointing his revolver at 


some one in the second room, and as I 
opened the door to go in he pointed it 
at me and fired. But I shut the door 
before he could take aim and ran back 
to the barn after my revolver, so that I 
could go to catch the man. Then I 
ran around to the front to see if I 
could find him, but I could not sea 
him. I saw one man, but it was not 
the man I saw in the house. I 'went 
back to the houke and saw Mr. Harri- 
son lying ou the floor with some doc-

According to the post-mortem ex- 


amination, results of which were sub- 
mitted to the jury, five bullet wounds 
made by four bullets were in the 
mayor's body. Three balls remained 
in the body. One lodged in the mus- 
cles of the back 
Another passed 


through the liver and was found in 
the bowels 
The third struck near 


the shoulder and ranging downward, 
lodged under the skin. 


The Verdict ol th« Coroner's Jury. 
The verdict of the jury was in ac- 


cordance with the testimony and the 
post-mortem examination. 


On the verdict a formal death eer- 


tiflcate was issued. The finding of the 
jury is also basis of a mittimus for tha 
detention of Prendergast 


During the inquest Deputy Coroner 


Kelley asked Prendergast if he had a 
statement to make, but the prisoner 
refused to speak.

A SOUTH AFMOAN TRAGEDY 


How mm Aa*ra«oa**t*M • Fmlt? '»'

The coast of southeast Africa is one 


of the moat dangerous in tbe world, 
parante, constantly varying both in 
direction and intensity, cany the n&vi 
gktar far out of Jila course and often 
land him upon some reef or sandbar. 
The fact that the Bobert Miller, from 
London for Bombay, should have been 
wracked near the Bay of Port Natal 
was, therefore, not strange. But wlial 
was unusual was the great loss of life 
that attended the wreck.- Only one 
man out of all those on board managed 
to reach the shore in safety. 


This man, Charles I«ee, an American 


by birth, but a citizen of the world by 
choice, belonged to that constantly 
increasing class who prefer to spend 
their lives wandering from clime to 
plime, picking up an often precarious 
livelihood, but seeing life in nearly 
every phase. Lee had made a lucky 
strike in London, and was on his way 
to India. He had taken passage in the 
Robert Miller, hoping- that the long 
'sea voyage would drive from his body 
some lingering seeds of fever picked 
tip in South' America. 
Flung by the waves on tbe coast of 


Natal, with his money safe in a water- 
proof belt, he changed his plans with 
tbe readiness characteristic of his class 
land resolved upon a trading, trip into 
jtbe interior. Purchasing a wagon and 
•pan of oxen and hiring two native 
assistants he "treeked" nortb' into 
Znlnland. In his wagon he carried 
numerous articles for trade with the 
natives. Among them, carefully con- 
jeealed under the wagon seat, he carried 
iten kegs of powder, concealed because 
the law forbid the sale of powder to 
natives. 


At the end of three months Lee con- 


sidered that his trip had been a suc- 
pessful one and decided to return home, 
following another route to Natal. One 
morning he "outspaiined" at a small 
village where there was a missionary 
station. The missionary himself was 
away, but his wife came down tci the 
trader's wagon, expecting to nnd many 
articles needed to replenish her house- 
hold stores. Lee sold what she wished, 
all the time looking at her in a,puzzlod 
manner. At last he exclaimed: "By 
beorge, I know you now! How under 
heaven did you get here, Mollie?" 
. "Sir," said the woman, deadly pale 
but drawing herself up proudly, "what 
do you mean by this insult?" 


"O, stuff, Mollie, you can't fool me. 


As soon as I saw you I knew I had seen 
you before. But it seemed,- so queer 
that Mollie Flanders—Molt, of S; 
Francisco—should have turned up here, 
of all places in the world. Pretty as 
War,. Moll, I see. 
G ive us a kiss for old 


Times' sake." 


• Grasping-her suddenly in his anna he 
kissed her again and agnin. Finally 
jibe tore herself loose and fled, white 
trith emotion. 


Was she. Mollie Flanders or was she 


not? Lee was sure of it, but mistakes 
of identification do sometimes happen. 
M any rate she acted as if innocent. 


Sitting down, the woman wrote a let- 


ter to her husband, telling him how she 
had been insulted and demanding repa- 
ration. This letter she sent by a na 
tive to the neighboring village where 
tier husband was visiting. 


That night the trader took advantage 


af the moonlight'to pursue his journuy, 
and, as fate would have it, he and the 
letter reached the village and the mis- 
sionary at the same time. 
. The missionary was a man of sudden 
and violent temper. He loved his wife 
dearly, and the news of an insult to her 
broke down all the barriers he had built 
Up by constant training. Urged by him 
the chief of the village sent men to 
seize the trader. Surprised without 
arms Lee was made a captive after a 
desperate struggle and was carried be- 
fore the chief and the missionary. The 
former was anxious not to go any f urtln 
er. The Zulu war was just over and 
the natives hardly liked to injure a 
white man so soon after the sharp les- 
son they hod received. Still, urged by 
the missionary, the chief finally or- 
dered that Lee receive 100 lashes on 
his bare bock. 


The trader heard his sentence calm- 


ly. He made no defense to the charges 
and begged no mercy. He merely 
asked that he be given an hour to put 
his affairs in order, in view of the pos- 
sibility of a, fatal result from so tre- 
inendous a beating. After a little hesi- 
tation the missionary agreed to this. 
The wagon was searched and all we»,p- 
0ns were removed. Then Lee was 
hoisted upon thp seat and his hands 
were freed, but his legs were still kept 
bound. The missionary warned him 
that any attempt to free them would 
result in the immediate execution of 
the sentence. 


Onee upon the box Lee took out his 
writing materials and wrote two let- 
ters, which he sealed and threw upon 
the ground. Then he reached down 
below the seat and quietly drew the 
plugs from the powder kegs. The 
pow- 
der flowed out into a black heap, with 
which each keg connected. 


Lee ihm lighted his pipe and quietly 
leaned back to await the expiration of 
the hour. When it was nearly up he 
bent down and began to unfasten the 
bonds upon his legs. Instantly two 
natives sprang at him, but he raised 
his head and looked at them with so 
deadly a gleam in his eyes that they 
hesitated. Another moment and his 
feet would be free. 


The missionary, seeing his prey about! 
to escape, rushed upon him, followed 
by the whole assemblage of natives. 
Lee waited until theywere nearly upon 
him and then emptied the glowing con- 
tents of his pipe unoa,4he powder. 
! 


A sharp cry of horror'from the mis- 
sionary was lost in a burst of flame and 
a roar like thunder. Then the volume 
of heavy white smoke rolled and spread 
about the scene like a heavy fog. 
When it had cleared away trader and 
missionary hod hot* gone to carry thuir 
disputes to a higher tribunal. Only 
two blackened masses, hardly human 
inform, remained to show that tbov 
bad ever lived. Of the natives fifteen 
lay dead or dying upon the field. 
To this day, if the traveler in that 
region is annoyed by too curious and 
intrusive natives, he has but to throw 
a handful of powder fato the fire to ne- 
cure absolute solitude. The last re- 
source of the desperate white man has 
not been forgotten.—San Franoisoo 
Chronicle.

The Appellate Court Acquits the 


Defendant—Indictment

Mills received a type-written oopy of tbe 
deaWon of the Appellate court in tbe 
ea*e ot William B. Banter, ot Mt. Zion, 
venae The People, filed at Springfield 
Saturday, in which the evidence in tbe 
celebrated owe is reviewed-. 
The de- 


maion was written by Judge Geo. W. 
Wall and covers eleven pages. 
Tbe 


court kille the whole case-by declaring 
the indictment under which Hunter was 
tried end convicted to be defective, tbe 
character and manner ot the offense 
being intnfflciently stated in the indict- 
ment. 
The indictment charged that 


Banter "fraudulently 
or 
deoeitfnlly 


changed the ballots ot the electors with 
intent to deprive such electors of voting 
for such persons as they intended," but 
because the grand jury could not de- 
scribe jnet how the trick was done, the 
indictment is quashed. 


BBVIIW OF THE BV1DBNCB. 


The court esy in conclusion: 
Passing by the other objections urged 


to the indictment we are very clear that 
it ie fatally detective in not averring the 
mode and means of the alleged change. 


It is not necessary to farther consider 


the case, as the conclusion we have 
reached on this point mast reverse the 
judgment and end the proseontion under 
tbe present indictment; but we have 
examined the evidence as it appears in 
the abstract and feel compelled to say 
tbat there is the gravest reason to doubt 
the justice ot the conviction. 
The evi- 


dence discloses that the defendant was 
acting SB one cf the judges of the elec- 
tion and that in such capacity he re- 
ceived the ballo'e in question except per- 
haps two which were voted while be was 
away at supper. He was also a candi- 
date for supervisor and was guilty ot a 
palpable impropriety in acting as 
judge of the election. 


The theory of the prosecution is tbat 


the defendant changed these ballots by 
opening the same anil making a pencil 
mark across tbe name of Davidson be- 
tween the time ot receiving them and 
the time of placing them in the ballot 
box. 
Xhe marks tbat appear on tbe 


vanons ballots and that constitute the 
change complained of were made hurri- 
edly and stealthily—or perhaps were 
made as they now appear for the purpose 
of deceiving tbe voter. Certainly tbey 
are not such marks as a voter ordinarily 
makes for tbe pnrpo e of scratching a 
name on a ballot which he intends to 
vote. Clearly these marks were made 
for a fraudulent purpose, but by whom 
they were made is not proved. 
There 


is absolutely no evidence that defend- 
ant 
made 
them. 
He 
was 
sit- 


ting in front of the window through 
which the ballots were presented and in 
full view of all persons who were on the 
outside. He was also in full view of four 
i/ther persons, Biber, Smitn, Hntchin- 
eon end Whitehonee who were acting as 
election officers. These men were wit- 
nesses on the trial, the three first named 
being called for the prosecution and tbe 
last for the defense. 


Not one of them, nor any other, saw 


tbe defendant do anything with any of 
these ballots save to mark the number 
on the back and deposit them in the 
ballot box. From their testimony and 
the positions occupied by the various 
parties about the table it seems hardly 
possible that he could have msde the 
marks in question without being detect- 
ed. The three witnesses, Kiber, Smith 
and Hntohinson testify that they noticed 
marks on ballots very much like those 
now appearing when the ballots were be- 
ing arranged or assorted in piles after 
the polls were closed and before the 
counting began 
Hnw many they saw 


11 not certain. 


Smith thinks he saw two or three; 


Biber three or four, Hutchmson three. 
Upon this testimony it was insisted that 
the nine or ten 
which they think 


tbey saw and an equal number which 
they did not then notice were all marked 
by defendant. 


It is urged tbat when the tickets were 


counted these marks were on them and 
Wallace the Prohibition candidate for 
supervisor testifies that he noticed them 
on the moat ot them as they were read 
off by defendant; but the marks may 
have been mads by others, who had as 
much chance us the defendant, after they 
were taken out ct the box. 
Indeed, 


there was an ex client, opportunity for 
it when tbe tickets v,ere being sorted 
over and placed in piles IWore counting. 
It is a quite remarkable circumstance 


that nil ot the witnesses who were called 
to prove tbat they voted these tickets 
and that there were no such marks on 
them when handed to the defendant did 
not eee him place any of them m the 
ballot box. They either tamed away ul 
the ins'ant of parting withtueballolu, or, 
from eoma cause or otutr, failed to see 
what, if anything, the defendant did to ur 
with them. This is unusual and at vari- 
ance with common experience ana ob- 
servation . 


John Tohili admitted, however, on 


cross-examination that perhaps he did 
see his ballot cumbered and put in the 
box. It appearr, also, that this witness, 
Tohili, bad testified m tbe case ot the 
contested election between defendant 
and Davidson, some months before, that 
he saw the defendant olaoe the number 
on the ballot and then place the ballot 
in tb« box without having opened it, and 
under such detailed circumstances as 
that it seems highly improbable that the 
defendant could have then made tbe 
mark now appearing ou that ballot. 
This testimony was in the form of a dep- 
osition, and there can be no doubt as to 
what the witness then stated. Consider- 
ing his age, and other circumstances now 
admitted by him aa to his recollection 
and tbe possibility ot mistake, it u reas- 
onable to place the greater reliance on 
what he formerly testified on this point. 


Channoey Tnrpin, whose ballot is the 


enbjeot of the 18th count, when he was 
before the jury testified that be saw the 
defendant number hie ticket and place it 
in the box without opening or marking 
it on tbe inside. The written notes 
of whet he so testified before the grand 
jary were produced in support ot tbe 
evidence ot two members of that body, 
and while he now states that he turned 
his head away for a moment while the 
defendant wae numbering hie ballot, yet 
it is bard to believe that the defendant 
would have dared to change the ballot 
bye mark on the inaide, or indeed that 
he mold have done it without detection 
while the voter was standing at the win- 
dow looking at him except possibly for 
e space of time too short for computation 


As to the ballots of Wm. Uaden an-: 


and numbered tbeee billot*, finding 
thi» IMB* against tbe rf«frri<"'t wu 
greatly to his prejudice, ie new ot tbe 
ootueet node on the point, end no doubt 
this w*s a powerful edjonot oftheproeo- 
ontioD. 


We have, however, no doubt tint tbe 


nrunben on tbe beek ot Uwee ballots end 
tbe pencil marks on tne inside over tbe 
name of Davidson were not nude by tbe 
same band or by tbe same pencil. Tbe 
difference in both tbeee respects n appa- 
rent.

While we are ready to give-all 
due weight to the verdict ot a jury 
where there is evidence ot a direct na- 
ture, which if unopposed would support 
tbe finding, yet in a oeee like this, where 
tb<ra is no direct proof of guilt and 
where the charge rests npon circumstan- 
tial evidence, we are inclined to enatinize 
very closely and even critically tbe 
grounds npon which the verdict is based. 


Cironmatantial proof may be very sat- 


isfactory — and it may be very deceptive. 
It ie in all onr experienoe that it is often 
unreliable, and this for the plain reason 
that the weight doe to particular eironm- 
stances is easily magnified and over-esti- 
mated. 


When a crime unusual in character 


and affecting the public in an especial 
way hae been committed, a conviction 
may be bad sometimes without sntHoient 
proof. 


It was so here. 
The aeeneed may 


have been guilty— bat the jury should 
not have so found on tbe evidence aa we 
read it in this record. 
jPe omit ell reference to the other 


errors assigned and 
et eon in the briefs. 


Because we hold the indictment de- 


fective the judirmsnt most be reversed 
and the plaintiff in error will be die- 
obarged.

Assassination ie e terrible thing to 


aoBtemplste. 
It involves tbe teking 


ot human life, on kecoant ot reel or 
imaginary grievanoee, without siring tbe 
perenn marked forajsaennetion • alienee 
to defend himself. It ie tbe reeort ot 
those who despise tbe lew, or those who 
do not fear it, and, as a rule, is the rs- 
•nlt ot tboee whose feelings have been 
worked upon until tbey reach that etete 
ot mind where tbey believe with the con- 
snmiag Ore of fanaticism that certain 
persons or classes ought to be removed 
tram tbe tarn ot tbe earth. 


Tbe assassination of Carter H. Hani- 


eon, the mayor of Chicago, last Saturday 
night, brings in array before every lew 
ebiding mtizen the deplorable fact that 
too many of onr citizens have tbe spirit 
of assassination in their hearts. 
As 


a rule tbat spirit ie the 
offspring 


ot false and dangerous teachings that 
nave been indulged to too ereat an ex 
tent in this cctmtry and especially in onr 
larger cities. The assassin of Mayor 
Harrieon is n subject ot the delusion ol 
false latching. He was a disciple of 
Henry Ueorge. That teaching, which 
was sown broadcast all over this land e 
year ago, for political purpose*, is social- 
ism ot the rankest sort; a socialism 
that 
leada a scphead disciple into 


the delusion that certain men end cer- 
tain olaasee ongbt to be exterminated 
It leads them into a belief in that falce 
philosophy tbat "tbe world owee every 


m a living" whether he is willing to 


work for it or not. 


This was the state of mind ot the man 


who committed the act of assassination 
m Chicago. The mother of tbat man 
said he was all right mentally, "except,*' 
ehe said, "he often talks of Henry George 
end tbe singtotax " 
An uncle of the young man attested tbe 
same fact, adding that "he knows a greet 
deal afloat it." That he knowe a good 
deal about it shows that he was a crank, 
as a large per oent. of men are liable to 
become by thinking over it, who had 
blooded over it until he reached a state 
of mind where he ooold assassinate an 
honored and nsefnl citizen and public 
officer beaense M - uagined that person 
bad refused him an office that would 
have given him a living. 


He had reached a point where he had 


become an anarchist in principle, disre- 
garding the rights of others and the su- 
premacy of the law. He justifies hie act 
on the same ground that the anarchist 
who threw the bomb, at the Haymarket, 
justified his not. Both are the victims 
of a false and dangerous philosophy, and 
those who are really guilty of both crimes 
are the teachers rather than the silly pn- 
pile and actors. Down with the law, 
down with the representatives of the law, 
was the rallying cry that is at the bottom 
of both crimes. 


The pardon of men found guilty ot 


teaching doctrines which led to aesassina- 
tion, and the effort in aome quarters to 
discount the influence ot these schools 
of treason, serves to intensify the feeling 
against the present order of society, and 
unless the law abiding people rise up 
and put their seal of condemnation upon 
theae things, promptly and effectually, 
other tragsdie?, more abhorrent than 
those referred to, are likely to follow.
